sort of amusement they indulge In, iB 
to be taken here. 
Ender direction of the department of 
recreation of the 
People’s 
Institute 
more than 1,000 men and women will 
attempt an actual 
count of persons 
engaged in any sort of amusement be­ 
tween the hours of 4 and 5 in the 
afternoon and 8:30 and 9:30 Satur­ 
day night. 
The census is the first of a aerie* 
which will be taken at intervals of 
two months, the main object of which 
will be to determine what use the 
people are making of their recreation 
facilities 
The census takers will count all chil­ 
dren playing in the street, children 
and u lults at park* and playgrounds, 
moving picture shows, theaters, pool­ 
rooms, bowling alleys and dance hallB. 
The institute expects the census will 
disprove the statement that the people 
care lese for municipal recreation as 
furnished by th*- city than for the com­ 
mercialized amusements.
